Col. John W. Hogg, one of the best 
known and most popular citizens in 
Decatur died at his home here S u n ­ 
day night, after an illness of only a 
few days. The interment took place 
at the city cemetery Monday after­ 
noon in the presence of one of tho 
largest crowds of citizens ever wit­ 
nessed in this community. 
Mr. Hogg 
was the son of Gen. Joseph L. Hogg 
and was born in Rusk, Cherokee 
county. March 20. 1848, the lirst white 
child in that East Texas town. 
His 
father, Gen 
Hogg, was a native of 
Georgia, and immigrated to this .state 
in 1839 ami became identified with the 
early Texas republic in numerous 
distinguished ways. 
Gen Hogg was 
appointed a brigadier-general in the 
southern confederacy b v President 
Jefferson 
Davis 
and served with 
marked distinction until lie died at 
Corinth, Miss., while in command of 
his troops. The children left by the 
general were John W. Hogg of Deca­ 
tur, James S. Hogg, two terms gover­ 
nor of Texas, Mrs. M. I* 
Davis, of 
Mexico, and Mrs, Julia A. Ferguson. 
of Denton: all deceased except Mrs. 
Davis. 
John VV. Hoggcame to Wise county 
April Ii, 1872, aud soon became iden­ 
tified with Capt. George 
Stevens, 
then sheriff of the county, as deputy. 
Mr. 
Hogg then served a term as 
assessor of the county, following 
which he was elected to the office of 
sheriff. 
Two years after his term as 
sheriff expired he was elected county 
clerk of Wise county. 
On December 
26, 1S72, he married Miss Eva Ren- 
uhaw, daughter of Dr. Win. Renshaw, 
one of the most prominent physicians 
of the early day history of this sec­ 
tion. 
Moving to his farm (cist of De­ 
catur. Mr. Hogg lived there until the 
year 1891. when he was appointed 
postma ter at this town by i’resident 
Grover Cleveland. 
After serving 
throughout the Cleveland administra­ 
tion as our local post m a -ter, Mr. 
Hogg, owing to failing hea'th, retired 
from active business pursuits.

side-, a devoted wife he leaves three 
children, Mrs. ( ’has. B. Simmons, of 
Fort Worth, Mrs. Fur nan' Great­ 
house of Dallas, and Mi>s Maud 
Hogg, a prominent teacher in the De­ 
catur high sn ooh 
In the passing of this man, Decatur 
and Wise county loses a man in every
